He is moſt fure no Law can hurt him, for 
Lawes dyed in England the year before the Aſſembler 
was born. The belt way to hold him, is (as out 
King Richard bound ths King of Cyprus) in filver 
chan. He love's to diſcourſe of the new Jeruſalem, 


- becauſe her ſtreets arg of fine gold; and yer could 


like London as well, were Cheapſide pav'd with the 
Philoſophers ftone.Nay, he would ſay his Prayers with 
Beads, if ighe have a Set made all of Dia- 
monds : Ti, this is it which tempts him to 
ſuch mad Articles againſt the Loyal Clergie, whom 
he dreſle's as he — have them appeat; juſt as 
the Ballad of Dr. Fauſtus brings forth the Devil in a 
Friars weed.

The Aſſembler wonder's that the King and his 
Friends live ſtill in Hope; he thinks them all in 
St. Clemens caſe, drown'd with an Anchor tyed 
about his neck.

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the Mniverſities ; where theſe blinking Niſiter look

The Aſſembler has 
now left Scholars ſo poor, they have icarce Raggs 
wherewith ro make Paper. A would think 
the Two Houſes intend to tranſport the Univerſities, 
ſince they load Aſſes with Colledge-revenues. For 
though theſe 4ſſemblers made themſelves Heads, 
they are rather the Hands of Colledges, tor they all 
are Takers, and take all. And yet they are ſuch 
creeping Tyrants, that Scholars are expell'd 
the two Univerſities, as the old Thracians, forc'd from 
their Countrey by Rattsand Mice.

For he has naught of Logick, bur her clutcl d 
fiſt, and rail'sat Philoſophy as Beggars do ar Gentle- 
men. He has very bad luck when he deals in Phi- 
lologie, as one of them (and that no mean man) 
who, in his Preſace to the Reader, ſayes, that St. 
Paul had read Enſtathins upon Homtr, though the 
Apoſtle dyed a thouſand years before Euſtathius was 
born.

dicory. His Eyes are part of his Tithe at Eaſter, 
which he boylesat each Sermon. He has two 
Motithes , his Noſe is one, for he ſpeaks through 
both. His Hands are not in bis Gloves, but 
his Gloves in his Hands, for 'ewixe Sweatings, 
that is, Sermons, he handles little elſe, exc 

his dear Mammon. His Gown (I mean his Cloak) 
reache's bur his pockets : when he rides in that Man- 
tle, wich a Hood on his ſhaulders and a Hat above 
both, is he not then his own Ma of ſin with the 
Triple Crown? you would fwear me honeſt Car- 
penter dteſs d him, and made him the Tunnell of a 
Country Chimney. His Doabler and Hoſe are of 
dark Blew, a grain deeper than pure (oventyy : but 
of late he's in Black, fance the Loyal Clergy were per- 
ſecuted into Colours His two longeſt things are bis 
Nayles and his Prayer.
